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CANADA CONSTRUCTS CORVETTES TO BEAT U-BOATS 



GREAT LAKE HARBORS seethe white with foam as new corvettes, take to the water in the inland shipyards. This type of ship has 

Canada's contribution to the all-decisive battle of the Atlantic, proved very useful in defending convoys against U-boat attacks. 



W HEN THE BATTLE of 

the Atlantic is won, 
the corvette, the submarine's 
deadly enemy, will have to 
be given considerable credit, 
for there will be swarms of 
them protecting the convoys 
on the ocean lanes. Their 
length is about 200 feet, 
their tonnage 500, their 
crew 50 to 60. They carry 
one high angle 4-inch gun 
and have two depth charge 
throwers. They are not as 
deadly as a destroyer, the 
traditional antidote to U- 
boats, but have a great com¬ 
pensating advantage in that 
they can be turned out much 
more quickly and cheaply. 
They have half the speed of 
a destroyer, one-third the 
size, one-fourth the arma¬ 
ment, and a third the crew 
but cost one-tenth, that is, 
$500,000, compared to five 
millions. Thus there will be 
much more of them, and it 
is well that German subs 
should have as many ene¬ 
mies as possible.. Canada is 
building 80 corvettes and 
calls them after the smaller 
towns, such as Oakville. 


AFTER THE THUNDER of the launching has died away, the hull of the corvette has been tawed to a 
berth in a slip. Much has to be done before she is ready for combat, but she can be built in one month. 
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THE CORVETTE is one of Canada's most effective replies to 
the U-boat menace to convoys to Britain. By thiS year's end, 80 
of them will have been built in Canadian shipyards on our two 
oceans.

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DUTCH WILL FIGHT AGAIN 



HOLLAND IS ONE of the heroic occupied countries whose exiled govern¬ 
ment still defies the Nazi conqueror. It is well able to do so for it has rich 
resources in the Dutch East Indies in addition to the gold which escaped 
German clutches. The soldier is one of many Dutch nationals who have 
gathered from all parts of America for military training at Stratford, Ontario. 
The building in front of which he stands is Juliana barracks, called after the 
crown princess and heir to the throne. The uniform is the British service 
uniform but the word "Holland" appears on most of the shoulder straps.

How much do you know 

about DIABETES? 


I.Q. What is diabetes? 

A. It is a disease of the pancreas, a 
large gland behind the stomach; 
in diabetes this gland fails to 
produce enough of a substance 
called insulin to permit the body 
adequately to use or store sugar. 


2.Q. Can anybody have diabetes? 

A. Yes. People of all ages, sexes, and 
conditions. But . . . the people it 
strikes are usually overweight 
and between the ages of 40 and 
60. Also, it occurs most frequent¬ 
ly among those who do not lead 
active lives. A tendency to de¬ 
velop diabetes seems to run in 
certain families. And the disease 
is more common among women 
than among men. 


3. Q. Do diabetics live as long as other people? 

A. That depends largely on the 
patient. Diabetes ranks 8th 
among causes of death. There is 
no known method of actually 
curing the disease. But . . . the 
diabetic whose disease is dis¬ 
covered early; who promptly 
puts himself under and stays 
under his physician’s guidance; 
and who masters the details of 
his treatment, stands a good 
chance of living as long as he 
could reasonably expect to live 
without diabetes. 


4.Q. Is there any way to guard against 
diabetes ? 

A. Yes. The simplest and most

effective guard for adults is to 
keep below average weight. An¬ 
other important precaution is to 
have periodic, at least annual, 
physical examinations -with ur¬ 
inalysis. If possible diabetes is 
indicated, a blood sugar test will 
aid discovery before other symp¬ 
toms appear, and effective con¬ 
trol of the disease can be begun. 


5.Q. What are the symptoms of diabetes ? 

A. The commonest symptoms, 
which call for immediate medical 
attention, are: excessive thirst; 
excessive appetite; unaccount¬ 
able loss of weight following ex¬ 
cessive weight; constant unac¬ 
countable weariness and irrita¬ 
bility; in older people, boils and 
carbuncles.

ON THE DOUBLE, members of an anti-aircraft gun crew "somewhere in 
England" race out to their action stations as the siren whines out a warn¬ 
ing of approaching enemy aircraft. A high degree of efficiency has now 
been reached in these anti-aircraft batteries, which are becoming more 
accurate and deadly with every scientific advance. Range data—height 
and speed of enemy planes—can now be transmitted electrically from the 
range-finder to the director which, with lightning calculations, keeps 
the crew informed as to the position of the planes, and keeps the guns 
moving automatically with the planes. The director also automatically 
sets the shell-fuses to release the explodihg mechanism when the missile 
is at the proper height. The plane thus "runs into" the shell-burst. 


FROM THE CONTROL POST the gunners receive detailed 
orders as to range, then swing their guns into position. 
German pilots probably fear most the 56-pound shells 
that can be hurled from the 3.7's at a 16-a-minute rate. 



THE SERGEANT-MAJOR of the battery 
spreads the air-raid warning to the men by 
pressing the electric switch that starts the 
siren. The men must be ready day and night.
